House Passes Palestine Resolution 
By Overwhelming Voic 


Text Of Palestine Resolution Passed By Congress 


Whereas the Sixty-Seventh Congress of the United States 
on June 30, 1922, unanimously resolved: That the United States 
of America favors the establishment in Palestine of a National 
Home for the Jewish people, it being clearly understood that 
nothing shall be done which may prejudice the civil and reli- 
gious rights of Christian and all other non-Jewish communities 
in Palestine, and that the holy places and religious buildings and 
Sites in Palestine shall be adequately protected; 


And whereas the ruthless persecution of the Jewish people 
in Europe has clearly demonstrated the need for a Jewish Home- 
land as a haven for the large numbers who have become home- 
less as a result of this persecution; 


And whereas these urgent necessities are evidenced by the 
President’s request for the immediate right of entry into Pales- 
tine of one hundred thousand additional Jewish refugees. 


And whereas the influx of Jewish immigration into Pales- 
tine is resulting in its improvement in agricultural, financial, 
hygienic and general economic conditions; 


And whereas the President and the British Prime Minister 
have agreed upon the appointment of a Joint Anglo-American 
Committee of Enquiry to examine conditions in Palestine as 
they bear upon the problem of Jewish immigration and the 
Jewish situation in Europe and have requested a report within 


120 days; 


Therefore be it resolved by the Senate (the House of Repre- 
sentatives concurring) that the interest shown by the President 
in the solution of this problem is hereby commended, and that 
the United States shall use its good offices with the Mandatory 
Power to the end that Palestine shall be opened for free entry 
of Jews into that country to the maximum of its agricultural 
and economic potentialities, and that there shall be full oppor- 
tunity for colonization and development, so that they may freely 
proceed with the upbuilding of Palestine as the Jewish National 
Home and, in association with all elements of the population, 
establish Palestine as a democratic commonwealth in which all

Mr. Silverman wrote that the 
omission of the word “national”

tims of persecution rather than 
as the provision of a permanent 
solution of the national home- 
lessness of the Jewish people. 

In his reply Secretary Bevin 
stated: 

“T write to assure you that the 
phrase ‘Jewish home,’ which I 
used in the House of Commons 
on Nov. 15 was intended to be 
understood as an abbreviation of 
the phrase ‘national home for the 
Jewish people,’ which appears in 
the Balfour Declaration and in 
the preamble of the Mandate for 
Palestine.

NEW YORK—Charging that Nazi violence against Jews was 
ignored by the world until the Germans extended their aggressions, 
Prof. Albert Einstein said that even now there is no country, besides 
Palestine, where the Jews can live in peace and security, and they 
are barred from there by the White Paper. 


In a transcribed address to the Fifth Annual Nobel Anniversary 
‘Dinner at the Hotel Astor, Prof. Einstein said that the fact that many 
Jews are “still kept in the degrading conditions of concentration 
camps by the Allies gives sufficient evidence of the shamefulness 
and hopelessness of the situation.” 


“It is sheer irony,” he said, “when the British Foreign Minister 
‘ells the poor lot of European Jews they should remain in Europe 
because their genius is needed there, and on the other hand advises 
them not to get at the head of the queue, lest they might incur new 
hatred and persecution. Well, I am afraid, they cannot help it; with 
iheir six million dead they have been pushed at the head of the 
queue, of the queue of Nazi victims.”

Seven weeks ago, when 
reports of pogroms and persecu-

N spite of repeated requests in writing, the American Jewish Con- 
i gress and the World Jewish Congress have not placed my name on 
the list of journalists to be invited to press conferences. My name 
is on the list for canned releases, but not for coming, seeing for 
myself and asking questions. Why? 

Am I not important enough? For the past five years I have 
been a regular contributor in the Forward. For the past three years 
I have been a regular contributor to the New Palestine. For the 
past three years I have been the regular United States correspondent 
of the Tel Aviv Harretz. I have not yet met a visitor from Palestine 
who had not read my articles from America. As a writer for the 
most widely circulated Yiddish daily and Anglo-Jewish monthly 
and the second largest Hebrew daily—in the world—I asked for 
the ordinary journalistic courtesies and my request was ignored,

IS THERE ANYTHING wrong with my journalistic integrity? 
I never hesitated to criticize people and organizations on whom I 
depend for my bread and butter. I wrote about Abraham Cahan and 
the Forward, both in Haaretz and in The Jewish Post in a way they 
would not have ordered me to do. At the height of the controversy 
within the Zionist ranks I was in the pay of the ZOA. But that 
did not stop me from reporting to Haaretz my impressions of the 
Silver Testimonial Dinner: that Silver and Neumann are excellent 
organizers and that they understand American politics and that the 
Zionist public in this country is behind them. Besides, if I had a 
poor reputation for honesty, I would have heard about it by now— 
from people I have criticized. 

Must I then assume that the Congress, like the U.S.S.R., will not 
admit a journalist unless his views are known in advance to be 


favorable?

IN THE JEWISH POST, in the Forward and—long before—in 
Haaretz, I criticized the Congress, particularly the World. Jewish 
Congress as its policies are guided by Dr. Nahum Goldmann on very 
specific points. Several months ago in The Jewish Post I asked a 
very specific question: when and where did the World Jewish Con- 
gress publish an annual financial report? That question still re- 
mains unanswered, and the World Jewish Congress remains the 
only important Jewish organization without a financial report. 

Let me make it quite clear: I never said that I was against the 
Congress idea; I never said its approach to Jewish questions was 
ideologically wrong; I never said its criticism of the spirit of the 
J.D.C. work was invariably wrong. 

But I did say this: it has not succeeded in creating a popular 
movement, certainly not in this country, so that its claims of wide 
representation are unfounded; its claims made in South America 
that it was doing relief work in competition with the J.D.C. are 
fraudulent; it is a paper organization which is trying to undermine 
the authority of the Jewish Agency in countries where the Jewish 
communities are not sufficiently mature politically, with the false 
pretense that the World Jewish Congress is taking over all Zionist 
work; in Latin-American countries it is doing harm to the Zionist 
movement also by trying to make Zionism synonymous with sup- 
port of the Congress and opposition to the J.D.C.; in Brazil, specifi- 
cally, it neglected and even discouraged the necessary efforts for the 
legalization of the Zionist movement in order to have the field all 


te itself.

AS FOR NAHUM GOLDMANN, in his dual capacity as head of 
the Congress and head of the Agency in America, he built up the 
former at the expense of the latter (mostly using the facilities of the 
Agency office) because there is less control in the Congress. 

None of my charges have so far been denied. I heard reports 
from various sources that Goldmann was getting ready to answer 
my charges or even that he had already answered them. But so 
far the only indirect reply to my charges (outside of a column by 
Margoshes in the Day about Brazil), was an address delivered by 
Goldmann at a Congress meeting to which I was not invited and at 
which I was not present. I read the report of his address the next 
day in the Day. The gist of it was that the Forward was interfering 
with Jewish unity by its red-baiting. The Congress, said Goldmann, 
was bringing together the Jews of Soviet-controlled countries with 
the Jews of the Western democracies, but the Forward was obstruct- 
ing that work. 

In the first place, that is the bunk. The red-baiting of the For- 
ward will not keep Stalin from allowing the Jews of Eastern Europe 
to participate in a World Jewish Congress and certainly will not 
stop the Jews of the West from wanting to have contact with the 
Jews of the East. But I have still to see that the Congress has ac- 
complished much in that respect. So, far I can only see vague talk 
of prospects (what do you think of your salesman who always 
brings you “prospects” before he makes a single sale?). 

In the second place, a blast at the Forward is no answer to my 
charges. And I do not represent anybody’s point of view but my own. 


* * * 


IN THE CURRENT ISSUE of the Congress Weekly (an excellent 
publication, one of the few good things the Congress does), there 
is an article by Solomon Itzhaki from Jerusalem entitled “As Pales- 
tine Views the Congress.” According to that article, there was un- 
fortunate misunderstanding in Palestine about the purpose and ac- 
tivity of the World Jewish Congress until the visit of Dr. Simon 
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Federbush, head of the Culture and Education Department of the 
Congress. Dr. Federbush called a press conference and convinced 
everybody present, including even Haaretz, “which had been one of 
the strongest critics of the Congress.” The idea is that the Jewish 
Agency is to deal with matters directly affecting Palestine, while 
the World Jewish Congress ought to deal with Jewish life in the 
Diaspora. 

I don’t think it would be very hard to convince any thinking 
Zionist about the soundness of that thesis. The question is only, is 
it being carried out in practice? My charges still remain unrefuted,

NOW I HAVE a few questions to ask with regard to Dr. Feder- 
bush. He is an eminent scholar and educationist, formerly the chief 
rabbi of Helsinki, a writer of note—an excellent choice for his post 
as head of the Culture-and Education Department of the Congress. 
And as for the Department itself, a recent innovation, I think it is 
a very necessary one. AS one who spent many years of his life in 
the field of Jewish education, I know that the smaller communities 
need guidance and coordination—even inspiration—in Jewish edu- 
cational work. This is especially true of the still immature com- 
munities in Latin-America, for whose benefit the new Department 
was primarily intended. In fact, a good Education and Culture De- 
partment in the American Jewish Congress would give it a much 
more honest reason for its existence than all the spectacular circus- 
like performances with quack remedies for curing anti-Semitism 
it has lately indulged in. There is need for a Culture and Education 
Department to coordinate Jewish education in as many countries of 
the Diaspora as possible and the World Jewish Congress is the 
logical organization to have such a Department, unless the Jewish 
Agency should take over that work. 

Now my question: What has that Department accomplished so 
far? What are its plans? What was Dr. Federbush doing in Pales- 
tine? 

Did ne go there to organize Jewish education? Certainly the 
Jews of Palestine don’t need his help. Did he go to get teachers, 
to get assistance and guidance? That would be more legitimate. 
Mr. Itzhaki does not tell us about the purpose of Dr, Federbush’s 
mission. But what he does tell us would lead us to believe that Dr. 
Federbush was there to do not education work, but propaganda work 
for the World Jewish Congress, and, according to Mr. Itzhaki, Dr. 
Federbush has succeeded in his mission. 

* * * 

WHY DOES NOT the Congress tell us about its real constructive 
work? Not ballyhoo about somebody meeting the boat of refugees 
(which boat was sent by the J.D.C.) or about a memorandum sent 
here or there, but real constructive work such as Dr. Federbush is 
presumably doing in Latin-America in opening schools, getting bet- 
ter teachers, getting text-books etc.? Why? Has the oCngress no 
publicity staff? Has it no money? Or is it too modest? Or has it 
nothing to write home about? 

But now, let me comment on the closing paragraph of Mr. Itz- 
haki’s article: “Dr. Federbush’s brief visit to Jewish Palestine was 
of great significance especially in these critical days of struggle for 
the Jewish future. The meeting between the organized Yushuv and 
the World Jewish Congress will undoubtedly yield fruitful results.” 

Is that an article or is that a publicity blurb? What is there 
so significant about Dr. Federbush visiting Palestine at this time? 
With all due respect to Dr. Federbush, has Jewish Palestine never 
seen a vistor? Silver is there; Lipsky is there; Goldmann is there; 
James G. Heller was there recently; Robert Szold was there not so 
long ago. But it took Dr. Simon Federbush to knock them off their 
feet, just at the time of the Battle of Sharon!

We saw as many as 25 people 
living in a 15 ft. by 24 ft room.

Shackle wooden barracks, we 
feel, are unfit for human habita- 
tion. The windows are broken al- 
though there is bitter cold. Blan- 
kets and clothing are insufficient. 
The food is unpalatable and in- 
adequate. Only cold water is 
available for washing. The wash- 
Tooms are sheeted with ice. The 


' Pipes are rusted and broken so 


that only one toilet exists for 
every 100 persons. 

“We are of the opinion that if 
disease breaks out under these 
Conditions, these pitiful rem- 
Rants of the Nazi concentration 


camps will be decimated. We feel 
that immediate and drastic ac- 
tion is imperative if these people, 
after long years of tragedy, are 
not to continue living in inde 
scribable misery and under the 
constant threat of disease and 
death.” 


Starvation for Europe's 
Jews Seen by Holmes

INDIANAPOLIS — “We might 
as well face it, the remaining 
Jews of Europe will die out of 
starvation,” Dr. John Haynes 
Holmes, pastor of the Commun- 
ity Church of New York, de- 
clared here during the question 
and answer period following his 
talk.

Mr. Dijour, who arrived in Ber- 
lin last week to study the prob- 
lem of the Jews escaping from 
Poland, said that during his stay 
here he has interviewed hun- 
dreds of men, women and chil- 
dren who came from Poland, and 
disregarded all but eye-witness 
reports. All of the refugees, he 
said, dscribed the situation in 
Poland as being similar to that 
in the Ukraine in 1919 during the 
Petlura pogroms.

“The situation should be of the 
greatest concern to American 
Jewry,” Mr. Dijur warned. “The 
large and steady influx of newly 
displaced Jews makes the situ- 
ation in the camps for Jewish 
refugees even worse than one 
can imagine. All the community 
houses in Berlin are inadequate 
to shelter the arriving Jews. 
Many of them are compelled to 
sleep three in one bed and often 
on the floor without blankets, un- 
der unsanitary conditions.”

has yet mentioned the fact—known to thousands of people—that 
Alexander Sachs was once an employee of the American Zionist Or- 
ganization. I first met him in Montreal, Canada, in 1917, when he 
came there as the first Executive Director of the Canadian Zionist 
Federation, recommended there by the New York office. He stayed 
in Canada for one year and went back to New York to the Zionist 
office. I remember him telling me that he had been Brandeis’s sec- 
retary, before he came to Montreal. I also remember him telling me 
(all that back in 1917, 18) that the great Hebrew novelist Mapu had 
been his grand-uncle. He told me a story about Clarence de Sola, 
the millionaire Sephardi founder and President of the Canadian 
Zionist Federation, which story I later told in the New York Hadoar. 
The story is that de Sola was convinced it was he and not Weizmann 
who had converted Balfour to Zionism and that de Sola therefore 
objected to the text of the congratulatory cable sent by the Canadian 
Zionist Executive to Weizmann. Sachs resigned with de Haas and 
others from his position in the Zionist office when Lipsky ousted 
the Brandeis group after the Cleveland Convention in 1921. I haven’t 
seen Sachs since 1918, but Bernard Joseph told me he had met him 
last year. 


ISAIAH BOWMAN, President of Johns Hopkins University in 
Baltimore is known to be an anti-Zionist. All his known Jewish 
friends are anti-Zionists. On Dec. 10 he was the chief speaker at the 
banquet of the American Society for the Palestine Institute of 
Technology. He spoke for 45 minutes without once mentioning the 
words “Palestine,” “Zionism” or even “Jews.” And yet he made an 
excellent Zionist speech and refuted the claims of the anti-Zionists 
in the British Colonial Office, in Arab Office and in last year’s ar- 
ticle in Reader’s Digest—that the Jewish economy in Palestine is 
artificial. A writer of books on the subject of pioneering in modern 
society, Bowman said that under present circumstances, pioneering 
needs financial assistance and government assistance and a high 
technological standard. Which is why the work of the Haifa Tech- 
nion is the right thing and deserves support.

IT IS TOO LATE to right these errors, too late to tum 
but we scrutinize the policies of the past, not to satisfy idle 
but that we may learn from that past and if, God willing, we be ging 
another chance, we do not repeat those errors. It takes 
hand, however, and a keen eye, to penetrate to fundamentals, } 
may be necessary to probe mercilessly some of our most Precious 
hopes, and expose them for the illusions that they were; it May bk 
necessary to remove the halos from over the heads of some of gg 
most revered and respected personalities; it may be necessary {y 
question even institutions and policies which we have already clothed 
with the sanctity of tradition. Unless we be courageous in ou 
search we shall be led astray by the very delusions and illusions 
which have brought us to the present pass. For love of Zion we 
must face the truth. 

At the very outset it should be clearly understood that we hay 
all sinned. Each dollar we spent on trivial pleasures was a dollar 
withheld from the Jewish homeland at a time when land could be 
bought and ship passages could be booked. There is not a Jew, 
cluding the writer, who can look back upon the past without uttering 
a mournful “Chotosi.” 

Yet we had leaders, and from these we expected the setting of 
policies and the making of major decisions. Their failures have bea 
chronicled before, but there are three particular items, sins of both 
ommission and commission, which I feel should be analyzed—let ws 
say, discussed, today, in the light of what has since transpired, 0f 
necessity I must be brief, but I shall try to make every word count,

FIRST: TWENTY-FIVE years ago, following closely on th 
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heels of World War I, Max Nordau, the grand old man of Zim, 
urgently pleaded for adoption of a policy of mass migration to Pal 
estine. He advised large scale transfer of Jews from Europe, ona 
scale commensurate with the transfers of other peoples then being 
successfully conducted. He wished to take advantage of Britain's in 
itial altruism, before that gave way to imperial selfishness, and he 
realized the imperative need of establishing a Jewish majority in the 
country, AT ONCE, if ever we wished to declare Palestine a Jewish 
State. The Nordau Plan was ignored by Zionist leadership in favor 
of selective immigration, and now, more than a quarter of a centwy 
later, we still do not have our Jewish majerity. If the very lates 
reports regarding the number of Jewish survivors in Europe aval 
able for emigration are true, we shall never have a Jewish majority 
in Palestine. Ponder well the political implications of that fact- 
and then turn to consider the irony of a situation whereby Mam 
Nordau is applauded and honored, and invited to grace Zionist plat 
forms, though her father’s advice and warnings were rejected. 

Second: It is almost impossible to find material in English r 
garding the original controversy which raged about the purchase 
of Emek Jezreel, today the garden showplace of Jewish Palestim. 
There was opposition to the purchase. There were far-sighted Zia 
ists who favored the purchase of immense tracts, as cheaply as pe 
sible, emphasizing area in its quantitative aspects, rather than th 
more expensive intensive cultivation of small sections. The latte 
policy prevailed, with the result that today we proudly point tow 
Emek. But if other advice had been taken we might now have hell 
ir our possession the major part of the soil of Palestine. Some day 
the full story of Nehemia De Lieme’s pregram for land acquisition 
will be told, and of how it met the same fate as Nordau’s immigt 
tion plan.

THIRD: THE QUESTION as to whether the emphasis should 
placed on agriculture or industry in the development of Palestine 
has long been a favorite debating topic for Young Judean clubs, but 
the political implications of industry in connection with jobs, mass 
population, commerce are today all to obvious.

WANTED—Merchant Mariners; shipbuilders; 
Harbor workers and Affiliated Trades. 

Strenuous efforts have been and are being 
made to develop a body of Jewish harbor 
workers. Jews for centuries have had very 
little connection with the sea, and special 
Schools have therefore been opened in Pales- 
tine to train Jewish boys as fishermen, sail- 
ors, navigators and ship mechanics. Even 
before the war, Palestine was one of the 
most profitable and attractive countries from 
the point of view of shipping interests. Jew- 
ish leaders in Palestine believe that with the 
end of the war they will be able to bring im- 
migrants and freight in their own ships and 

ly make Palestine an important mari- 
time center. Furthermore the waters of the 
Mediterranean, and particularly of the Red 
Sea, sre rich in fish; a fishing industry will 
be a valuable asset to Palestine’s food supply. 
Maritime and fishing pursuits, as well as the 


# vans Show Interest in Settling in Palestine 
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commercial possibilities in her geographic 
position will enable many thousands of per- 
sons to support themselves. 

It will be possible as a start to absorb 1,000 
Jewish seamen, 500 of them in fishing vessels 
and 500 on board merchant ships. A hundred 
merchant vessels with crew totaling 3,000 
men would be sufficient for our passenger 
transport and to carry the bulk of cargoes. 
Two hundred fishing vessels of different types 
with crew totaling 2,000 would supply the 
needs of the present population and thus 
obviate the need of imported fish.” 

Wanted: Civil and Electrical Engineers, and 
Electricians. 

Jewish technical skill in the above denomin- 
ations is greatly in demand throughout the 
Middle East: A wide network of reads in 
Syria was built by Jewish contractors, engi- 
neers and foremen; a bridge across the Eu- 
phrates was designed and constructed by Pal- 
estinian Jews. The great refineries of the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Company in extension was 
accomplished with the help of hundreds of 
Jewish technicians, and thousands were need- 
ed. The Valley of the Jordan River offers a 
combination of natural features and a con- 
centration of resources which set the stage 
for one of the greatest and most far-reaching 
reclamation projects on earth, comparable to 
our American TVA in scope and importance. 
The JVA or Jordan Valley Authority can in 
time provide farms, industr yand security for 
at least four million Jewish refugees from Eu- 
rope in addition to the 1,800,000 Arabs and 
Jews already in Palestine. 

WANTED: Chemists, and Chemical Engineers, 

The Dead Sea contains a practically inex- 
haustable quantity of valuable minerals. 
Evaporation is intense in the valley 1,300 feet 
below sea level. The Dead Sea is the largest 
source of potash and bromine in the British 
Empire. It contains many other deposits 
which are yet to be exploited: common salt, 
immense quantities of magnesium and other 
minerals which can be most important in the 
development of a large-scale chemical indus- 
try. The mineral resources are increasingly 
used as a source of fertilizers and as a founda- 
tion for the creation of a chemical industry. 
Superphosphates, chlorine, sulphuric acid and 
caustic soda are some of the products manu- 
factured in connection with the reclamation 
activities. 

Wanted: Radio Engineers, Radio technicians. 

Radio sets are at a premium in the Holy 
Land. The Radio field is in its pre-natal stage. 
The possibilities of supplying radio to an 
eventual five million Palestinian inhabitants 
as well as the entire Middie East is immense. 
However the latter event will have to await 
the rise in the standard of living in these 
countries. Yet this has already begun, as the 
Nazi and Italian governments gave many 
radios to the Arabs, to serve as receiving 
points for their propagandas. Of course the 
sets were simple and directional only on 
established Nazi air waves. However this 
introduction of radio sets to the Arabs has 
unconsciously helped acquaint them with is 
benefits. Already a beginning has been made. 
Up to this time the Palestine Broadcasting 
Service has programs in Hebrew, Arabic, and 
English languages, and is heard by 50,000 
owners of radios, 90% of them Jewish. The 
radio field is awaiting a development that is 
as certain to come as the rising of the sun. 
It is only a question of who will get there 
first. 


WANTED: Aviators, Aviation Mechanics, Me- 


teorolopists. 

Before the war, Palestine, because of its 
geographic position, became an important 
center of the world air communications. Ex- 
tensive airfields, hangars, and repair shops 
were built to accommodate the growing air 
traffic from Europe to the East and Australia. 
Air traffic will undoubtedly increase greatly 
after the restoration of peace and Palestine 
should reap considerable benefits in employ- 
ment and trade. Palestine should eventually 
occupy a central position with regard to air 
traffic in the Middle East. 

The international airlines running through 
Palestine will require local staffs of qualified 
technical personnel, mechanics, men to serv- 
ice the aircraft, meteorologists, men to oper- 
ate radios and so on. Palestine should also 
play a notable part in the aircraft industry 
by manufacturing light aircraft and gliders. 
Owing to the high standard of efficiency 
reached by the Palestinian flying instructors, 
schools for training in flying and gliding 
could be established, as also schools for teach-

Wherever people suf- 
fered poverty, cold and hunger they turned 
against the Jews, blaming them for all that 
had befallen them. Hitler, dead, was the victor. 

THIS WAS THE STATE of the world at the 
moment the statesmen, the generals and the

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ELL, Girls, if you become discouraged now 
Wine then by “man’s inhumanity to man” and 
a mere woman’s inability to do anything about it, 
give your thoughts a vitamin pill by looking back- 
ward a bit. That is, by reading up on the early days of 
women’s position in our own Jewish community 
right here in good old U.S.A. 

I have just been going through some eye-open- 
ing bits of communal history in a painstakingly 
compiled study of the New York Jewish Community 
from 1654 to 1860. Hyman B. Grinstein of Far Rock- 
away, N. Y. is the author of this interesting research 
yolume published by the Jewish Publication Society. 
Some of the “facts” recorded are of special interest 
to women and I want to mention them. 

Did you know that in 1844 women, probably 
the wives and daughters of members of Shearith 
Israel Congregation, “witnessed” a Jewish public 
dinner for the first time? I mean “witnessed” not 
attended. They were permitted to sit in a screened 
gallery and look on while the men dined and wined. 
Women were not admitted to membership in Con- 
gregations in those good old days. A widow re- 
tained her deceased husband’s membership. It was 
considered “impolite” to admit women freely to 
membership! What would a Congregation do 
without women’s participation in our day and age 
I ask you? 

* «* * 


Oh yes, there was one organized group o: Jewish 
women that dated back to 1820. In that year the 
Female Hebrew Benevolent Society was formed for 
the express purpose of providing “relief to indigent 
females” and their families. They had their own 
poard of managers with “first and second di- 
rectresses” as its officials. This organization raised 
its funds apparently through “offerings made for its 
benefit” in the synagogue. 


tion to the four winds and gave a dinner and ball 
“conducted by a group of male patrons.” Appar- 
ently the “group of male patrons” was not re- 
garded as adequate social coverage, for an ac- 
count of this suspicious and precedent-shattering 
occasion says, “It was indeed a novel thing for 
ladies to appear at a public dinner, and hence the 
plan met with some opposition.” 

Lest you think woman’s position in the Jewish 
community was unique and somewhat old-worldisn, 
here’s how women government workers fared in the 
nation’s capitol. In 1850 the United States Govein 
ment employed a number of women. But so strong 
was the sentiment against woman labor, these Fed- 
eral employees had to draw their pay in the name 
of some male relative!

The other day I had lunch with a most charming 
woman who has been living in my vicinity in the de- 
lightful and picturesque village of Croton-on-Hud. 
son, overlooking the majestic Hudson River. My 
friend, Louise Mendelsohn, was preparing to join 
her husband, Eric Mendelsohn, the famous architect 
He has been commissioned to build the new B'nai 
Amoona Syhagogue in St. Louis, Mo.

CORN SYRUP CHOCOLATE BROWNIES 
1 cup flour sifted with % tsp % cup vegetable shortening or 
baking powder and % tsp butter 
salt 14 cup sugar 
2 eggs 2 squares unsweetened choco- 
1 cup dark corn syrup late 
% cup coarsely chopped nuts 
Cream shortening and sugar, then add corn syrup and eggs. 
Beat till smooth. Melt chocolate over hot water and blend in a tea- 
spoonful of wine or vanilla if you like the special flavor. Stir into 
the creamed mixture and add the sifted dry ingredients a little at a 
time till blended smooth. Turn into a greased shallow baking pan. 
Use a square layer cake pan if you have one. Bake at 375° F for 
2 minutes or till firm to the touch. Cut while warm right in the pan 
and lift out with a spatula as soon as cold. We cut ours into inch 
Squares for home consumption. For “company” we cut our Brownies 
into diamond shapes. ~

% cup shortening 2 tsps baking powder

% cup dark corn syrup 1 cup soaked, pitted prunes

Blend shortening and brown sugar till light and creamy. Add 
corn syrup and peanut butter and stir till blended.

CRITIC TERMS GELLER 
MAN ART MOVEMENT 


By E. F. ROSENZWEIG 

MONG Jews who are the 
A most able masters of plas- 
tic and pictorial media, Todros 
Geller occupies a unique position: 
He is not only a first-rate artist, 
but he couples with that talent 
an extraordinary facility in the 
decorative arts—a facility which, 
as in the case of his painting, he 
lends almost exclusively toward 
the adornment and interpretation 
of things Jewish. 

Paradoxically, Geller’s earlier 
work is more somber in tone than 
that of the past five or six years. 
When compared with the horror 
of Hitler’s decade, those earlier 
years should have been more 
vivid. Yet today Geller paints his 
“Yellow Badge” series depicting 
violence and starvation and ruin, 
with an almost lyrical color. 
“Warsaw” is a sunburst of color; 
“The Ark of Death,” showing a 
Jew flung out of a box-car atop 
a hill, is the product of a rich 
palette. 


* * 


WHY THIS PARADOX? Per- 
haps it is Geller’s way of indi- 
cating the utterly fantastic un- 
reality of such destruction and 
wanton cruelty. If so profoundly 
separating his subject from the 
classical palette used to depict 
suffering, I believe Geller achieves 
his point. He is stating that the 
Jew suffers alone ... apart from 
the world of those who have not 
suffered—or whose sufferings are 
as surface lacerations to the 
down-to-the-bone wounds of the 
Jew. Thus welding together a 
color-suffused canvas, and an 
emotion-frighted subject, Geller 
says no more with no more in- 
tensity than any other Jew would 


say on the same subject. 

For canvas is only the page for 
the artist’s writing; how he 
chooses to sa; what his mind and 
heart impel him to say is the 
measure of his Jewishness, as 
well as a gauge of his artistic 
skill. Are Benton or Wood or 
Curry ‘American’ artists? Then 
Geller is a Jewish artist

BUT THIS IS NOT ALL that 
Geller sees in Jewish life. In 
the midst of trouble the Jew still 
drinks his toast “LeChayyim.”— 
To Life! That same impulse in 
Geller directs the craftsman in 
him to adorn a whole world of 
glass and fabric, wood and metal. 
Bowls, trays, old coffee-grinders, 
benches—anything with tempting 
surface—take on life, under his 
hand, with a gaiety and fun easily 
equal to the best in early Ameri- 
can pieces. Ancient illuminators 
of Hebrew manuscripts find in 
Geller their natural heir. His in- 
troduction of traditional Jewish 
motifs is neither strained nor 
scholarly; it simply represents 
the inescapable result of a life 
abundantly aware of all that Jew- 
ish craftsmer. of other ages have 
done to make beautiful that which 
they knew and ioved best. 

But not to neglect a very spe- 
cial skill of this well-endowed 
artist, we must mention his work 
as wood engraver. Witness his 
illustrations for the Haggadah, or 
forthcoming Had Gadyoh for 
children. Nor can we overlook his 
interestingly designed  stained- 
glass window, Ner Tamids and 
Torah covers. One might desig- 
nate Todros Geller as a one man 
Jewish art movement.

EWS leave France. The Edict 
of Expulsion had been made 
public the previous September 
17th and the Jews were given 
until December 16th, to sell their 
property and pay their 
DEC 16, debts. The Edict o fEx- 
1904 pulsion was followed 
by a subsequent one in 
which Christians who owed 
money to Jews were absolved 
from such payment. The expelled 
Jews found refuge in Provence 
while others went to Italy. French 
Jewish history had now come to 
an end and didn’t resume until 
prior to the French Revolution.

Massacre of the Jews of Byk- 
hov. It was during the uprising 
of the Cossacks under Bogdan 
Chmelnitzki, 1648-49, that the 
greater part of the Jews of Byk- 
hov, who did not em- 
brace Christianity were 
killed... Some 300 were 
massacred on Decem- 
ber 17, 1649 while the remainder 
were baptized. From a report of 
the Polish agent Voisha to King 
Jan Casimir, dated at Mohilev on 
the Dneiper, August 25, 1662, it 
is evident that the Jews of Byk- 
hov who were forcibly baptized in 
1649 did not become true adher- 
ents of the Greek Orthodox 
Church, but preserved in their 
hearts their fidelity to Israel’s 
faith, like the Marrancs of Spain. 
On October 20, 1669, King Mi- 
chael released the Jewish com- 
munity of Old Bykhov from the 
payment of taxes for twenty 
years on account of the deplorable 
condition of its inhabitants who 
had been utterly ruined by the at- 
tacks of the Cossacks and the 
Muscovites.

Maria Theresa signed the ediet of 
banishment against the Jews of 
her kingdom. the de- 
cree was based on ac- 
cusations that the Jews 
had committed treason 
during the war just concluded. 
This was ironical in view of the 
fact that the Jews fought val- 
iantly against the French, parti- 
cipating in battle even on the Day 
of Atonement, which was done 
with the permission of their 
spiritual leader, Rabbi Jonathan 
Eybzeschutz. Some 60,000 were 
banished, after their payment of 
a fine of 160,000 gulden. There 
followed a sudden lull in com- 
merce in the country but a great- 
er impress was made upon the 
Court of Vienna by the protests 
of England and Holland against 
the decree. As a result of the pro- 
tests the edict was recalled on 
May 15, 1745, but was continued 
in Prague. Some years later the 
Jews were also allowed to return 
to that city, one of the oldest 
Jewish communities in Europe.

1863 and aspirations of the 
peoples among whom 

they dwelled. In a more restricted 
sense it denoted the study of Bib- 
lical Hebrew and of the poetical, 
scientific and critical parts of 
Hebrew literature. It was identi- 
tified with the substitution of the 
study of modern subjects for the 
study of the Talmud; with oppo- 
sition to fanaticism, superstition 
and Chassidism; with the adop- 
tion by Jews of agriculture and 
handicrafts, and with a desire to 
keep in touch with the times. Its 
adherents were called Maskilim. 
The Russian Haskalah movement, 
as an educational force, culmin- 
ated in the establishment of Me- 
fitzeh Haskalah or the Society 
for the Promotion of Culture 
Among the Jews of Russia on De- 
cember 20, 1863. The men at the 
head of the society modified the 
old Mendelssohnian program to 
suit Russian conditions, and 
thereby rendered invaluable serv- 
ice to the cause of education. Its 
greatest achievement was the cre- 
ation of a neo-Hebrew literature 
and a large neo-Hebrew reading 
public. The works of the masters 
of Jewish literature went through 
many editions, and of some of 
them, as Abraham Mapu’s “Ahav- 
ath T’zion,” hundreds of thous- 


ands of copies were sold.

T is a rare thing to find a merchant who does not want 

any customers. Such a man was Seligman Bamberger 
(1807-1878), who was a champion of Orthodox Jewry in 
Germany at a time when Reformed Judaism was gaining 
a foothold among the Jews of Central Europe. 

Bamberger became a Rabbi when he was twenty years 
old. He did not plan to make a living as a Rabbi, how- 
ever, and he opened a general store in his native town. 

He was an enthusiastic scholar. The story is told that 
one day he chased a customer out of the store, saying, 
“Is there no other shop here that you must come and 
bother me while I am studying?” 

Finally, in 1840, his inclination for learning made him 
turn to the work for which he was best fitted. He became 
a Rabbi at Wurzburg, Germany. In that city he opened 
a Yeshivah, which became famed for its scholarship and 
sincerity of purpose. Bamberger’s Yeshivah is generally 
considered to have been the last important one in Ger- 


Bamberger’s energies were bent on the one task of 
preserving and spreading Orthodox Judaism. He was no 
fanatic, however; and his. disputes with his opponents 
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The Editor's Chair, 

I heard James G. McDonald 
speak only once, and that was 
back in December 1936, but that 
one speech made a real impres- 
sion on me. So much so, that ] 
remembered quite a bit of what 
he said, and recognizing that his 
present selection as an American 
member on the joint Anglo- 
American Inquiry Commission 
on Palestine brought him once 
more into the purview of “Jewish 
News,” I decided to check hack 
through the files of The Jewish 
Post, and perhaps, if my mem- 
ory served me well, reprint part 
of what he said. 

It’s an interesting experiment. 
American Jewry can make all 
the excuses it wants for itself, 
but here back in 1936 Mr. Mc- 
Donald was speaking as accur- 
ately as if he were to write that 
speech today. There were Jewish 
leaders, too, especially Rabbi 
Stephen S. Wise, whose accurate 
warnings also went unheeded. 

Anyway here’s what Mr. Mce- 
Donald said in 1936. 

* * * 

Speaking calmly and _ deliber- 
ately to an awed Jewish audi- 
ence, James G. McDonald, for- 
merly League of National High 
Commissioners for Refugees, in- 
dicted Jews of the world for their 
failure to rise to meet the Ger- 
man crisis. 

“Jows of the world, and espe- 
cially of the United States, do 
not want to realize what Hitler 
is doing to one great section of 
Jewry because it means they 
may have to make a real sacri- 
fice,” the austere gray-haired 
man who is gradually gaining 
the reputation of being the best 
friend of the Jews, charged. “I 
cannot realize how Jews can be 
so indifferent to what is happen- 
ine iv Cormany,” he declared. 

Recounting how time and time 
age . ue told responsible Jewish 
leaders that German Jewry is 
not only being jeopardized but 
is actually being destroyed, Mr. 
McDonald, who is now an associ- 
ate editor of The New York 
Times, marvelled at the compla- 
cence with which Jews of the 
world refused to realize that one 
great section was being com- 
pletely wiped out. “They are be- 
ing cut off from the top and from 
the bottom. Suicides and deaths 
are high, and the number of mar- 
Yriages and children have de- 
clined to almost nothing.” 

“Jews have been known to 
give charity to take care of their 
own,” the speaker declared. “But 
I must say that that statement 
is no longer true. Last year Jews 
of the United States, the largest 
and most influential Jewish com- 
munity in the world gave only 
2,000,000 for foreign purposes. 
That is not taking care of their 
own.” 

Charging Jews of the United 


States, England, France and 
others with failing in this crisis, 
Mr. McDonald praised the Dutch 
Jews whom he characterized as 
a small and not wealthy com- 
munity who had risen to the 
greatest heights of sacrificing 
everything for German Jews. 
The audience listened in aston- 
ished silence as the tall states- 
man turned from a normal ad- 
dress to one attacking, Jews for 
their pitiful failure to meet the 
situation. A listener leaving after 
the lecture bore out Mr. McDon- 
ald’s analysis of the indifference 
of Jews by remarking in a smirk- 
ing tone, “I wonder how much 
he got paid for this lecture?” 

Answering critics who claimed 
German Jews were not worth 
saving, Mr. McDonald said Ger- 
man Jewry before 1933 might 
have been guilty of many sins, 
but since then they have been 
heroic. He cited several instances 
o* Jews who were giving up their 
health and their freedom to take 
up the struggle of the Jewish 
community in Germany. 

Continuing in the frank vein 
which the Jewish community 
here has never heard in the past 
thirty years, Mr. McDonald 
termed Hitler a contribution to 
Jews by making them realize the 
dignity of being Jewish. 

At another point in his lecture, 
Mr. McDonald pointed out that if 
Jews hope to contend with Naz 
ism in Germany and with Nazi 
propaganda they cannot count 
on help from non-Jews. ‘“My) 
deepest disappointment was my 
inability to reach the Gentiles 
with my message of the situation 
of the Jews of Germany. The 
Gentiles spoke nice words, but 
when it came to action, they 
coul dnot be depended on to help 
at all. Jews must fight their own 
battle,” he stated. 

Rounding out his vigorous talk, 
Mr. McDonald said the real trag 
edy was the ignorance of Jews of 
their own tradition and their own 
history. The great weakness of 
world Jewry is the Jewish ignor- 
ing of Jewish greatness,” he de- 
clared. “I suggest Jews learn their 
history,”’ Mr. McDonald said.

The fol- 
lowers of classic Orthodoxy 
feared change as a principle de- 
structive of a fixed immutable 
tradition. These modern creators 
of a new latter day orthodoxy; 
(in the main, laymen who have 
needed no representative confer- 
ences to adopt the frozen pro- 
gram of the past)—these are mo- 
tivated by an ignoble fear—a 
complex rising out of an uneasy 
relationship with their neighbors.

* Who Is That Stranger At Our National Conventions? 


OW that almost all of the national organ- 
izations have held their conventions, the 
first after the long drouth caused by the war, 
it might be well to point out to those who ar- 
range (and control) the conventions that unless 
something is done to make it possible for the 
delegates who travel thousands of miles to at- 
tend, to actually participate in the proceedings, 
there is bound to be a revolt. 

The honor of being chosen a delegate, and 
the thrill of a trip to a distant city, are suf- 
ficient to always assure good attendances, but 
many of. those who value their time and who 
are the thinking element in any national or- 
ganization are getting their fill, and already 
find that it saves time, energy and money to 
stay at home and read the mimeographed 
speeches at one’s convenience. 

That is only one side of the question how- 
ever. National Jewish organizations, much as 
their present officers think they alone are the 
only competent people to do the job, need the 
criticism, both constructive and fault-finding, 
of the people away from New York and the 
Eastern Seaboard, whose vision is obstructed 
by being too close to the inner workings. 

As far as any voice in the elections is con- 
cerned, it will be years before such an eventu- 
ality will be possible, and as in the past every 
office, even unto the most insignificant, will 
have been filled days and months in advance 


of the actual voting. At the recent election of 
the Zionist Organization of America, the Sil 
ver machine operated slickly and smoothly de, 


‘Spite a few rebellious blasts from the floor of 


“railroading,” but this would not be worth re 
marking except for the fact that the Silver 
forces yelled for “democracy” long and loud 
as long as they were on the outside looking. jn, 

But there are various fields in which th 
delegates could and should be heard now. Espe 
cially is this true in policy making, in the ex.

Current Comment 


Why Palestine Means So Much Told by Nel- 
son Glueck, HUC Professor and Renown Arch- 
aeologist.—If indeed there is any one country, 
to which the religions of the western world, 
and Judaism in particular, owe especial attach- 
ment, it is to Palestine, to the Holy Land. I 
have often wondered why it was that Judaism 
and Christianity and their issue Islam devel- 
oped along the banks of the Jordan and in 
adjacent lands and not elsewhere, but have 
never been able to arrive at a satisfactory an- 
swer. Nor do I believe that any rational expla- 
nation is possible, because, in the final analysis, 
the understanding of this essentially miraculous 
phenomenon lies in the realm of religious ex- 
perience and speculation. 

I have dug into cities, Israelite and non-Is- 
raelite, on both sides of the Jordan, and I can 
assure you that so far as the physical trappings 
of civilization are concerned, there were no 
discernible differences between, for instance, 
the Edomites and Moabites on the one hapd 
and the Israelites on the other. They spoke the 
same language; they lived in the same types of 
houses; they wore the same. clothes; ethically 
they were most closely related; they were 
rooted in the same general civilization, and 
were subjected to much the same geo-political 
factors, yet the former have disappeared into 
the limbo of history, the remains of their cul- 


ture become the concern almost solely af the 
archaeologist, while the descendants of the 
latter still testify to the validity of the law 
which went forth from Zion... .
